CHAPTER 40. .

AN ACT to provide for taking depositions in county courts in probate
matters.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as f‘g;;owe:
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mission to one or more competent persons to take
the testimony of such witness. Such commission
shall be signed by the judge, and such depositions
shall be taken and returned in the same manner that
depositions are taken and returned in the circuit
court.

Secrion 2. Depositions of witnesses residing with-

ing in
the county court, for the same reason, and ingthe
samemanner, and on the like notice as the same might
be taken in any civil action pending in a court of
record of this state, and all depositions taken accord-
ing to the provisions of law for taking depositions to
be used on the trial of civil actions, may be used on
the trial ot any question before the county court
where such testimony may be proper.

Secrion 3. Notice upon the attorney of the oppo-
site party shall be a sufficient notice where an attor-
ney has appeared in the matter. Service of notice
upon an executor, administrator or guardian, shall
be sufficient if there be more than one. If the party
to be served reside out of the state, and has not ap-
peared in the matter, service of such notice may be
made on such party by publication thereof for two
weeks successively before the time ot taking such
deposition, in some newspaper of general circulation,
to be designated by the county judge, in the county
where the matter is pending, if there be such news-
paper in the county; if not, then in such newspaper
as shall be designated by the county judge.

SectioN 4. Depositions so taken may be used on
the trial and hearing of all matters in the county
court when sitting as a court of probate, and on the
trial and hearing of all matters before commissioners
a{)pointed by the county court to hear and adjust
claims, and before the county judge on the trial and
adiusting of claims against the estates of deceased
persons. Such depositions shall be filed before the
commencement of the hearing or trial in which they
are taken, and if the opposite party appear on the
day of hearing, he shalf be notified of the filing of
such depesition, and all objections to the validity of
any deposition, or its adinissibility in evidence shall
be made before entering on the trial, not afterwards;
but any deposition may be suppressed afterwards, or
any matter not appearing in tEe deposition which is
sufficient to authorize its suppression.
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Secrion 5. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
